Mpopevonds is finde to your recent letters of October 31, November 35 aud 4, and 
Acting Commissioner T. B. Shoemaker's letter of November 4, to the be parenen’ 
of Agriculture, attention of the Director of Extension Service Farm Labor Pro- 
gram, regarding the employment ‘of Jamaican and Bahamian labor beyond December . 
$1, 1947, by employers in Michigan, New York and New Jersey.” It is noted that 
you are requesting. a statement. regarding labor supplies in these areas from 

the Department, of Agriculture. 


"The responsibilities: hor assisting in’ providing an adequate supply of.farm 

labor vested in the. Depurtment of Agriculture will terminate on December 31, 

1947. The U. Ss Employment Service after that date will resume:the program 
which was in force prior’ to the war emergency. In view of this fact, the 
Department of ‘Agriculture is not in a’position to express an opinion as to. the 
ability. of another agency to recruit domestic labor to meet the needs of employers 
after the termination of the present program. Statements regarding needs for 

| farm labor after December 31, 1947, should be requested from the agency responsi- 
ble for assisting in filling those needs, namely, the Federal and State Employ- 
ment Services and not from the Federal Extension Service of the Department of 
Agriculture, the State Extension Services, or the county agricultural agents,

and Welfare", and "Child Labor, Care and Schooling". The conference adopted .
